Dear Sib: The stronger tone noted In our 
last was well sustained daring toe fore part ot 
the past week, with a gradual advance In prices 
until Thursday, when f i l l Mi was paid for May 
or cash wheat, June se! mg at 91 IS, and July in 
good demand at f I 093*, since when there has 
been a steady decline, closing on Saturday at 
♦I ll* for No. 2 fresh receipts, and $1 l l# seller 
May, f l IO# for June, and f I 07# for July de­ 
livery, with a weaker feeling. There has been a 
material decrease in the volume of business lor 
future account, operators generally chosing to 
await farther developments ot the clique manip­ 
ulations before extending their linos. There 
has been a fair demand tor cash property, both 
for local, muting and shipment, although busi­ 
ness for the latter has been somewhat restricted 
through lack of freight ro jm, and a considerable 
outward movement of stocks may be looked for 
as soon as the grain fleet, now bonnd up the 
lakes, arrives. At seaboard points an Increased 
vol ame of business was reported, shipments ol 
wheat on foreign orders footing ap 2,250,COO 
bushels as against 1,900,000 for the previous 
week. The weather throughout the Northwest 
has bsen more favorable, being cool, and with 
another week of the same the spring sowing will 
have taken a strong healthy rooting, and will 
be less liable to injury from extreme heat or 
drouth. 
Reports lrom the Southwestern States, though 
meagre, are still of an unfavorable 
tenor, 
and especially fr~m Kansas, where many fields 
have now been ploughed and been replanted to 
com. 
Receipts here show no change, averaging 
about 34,OOO bushels daily against 34,000 bushels 
the previous week, 68,009 boahols th# same week 
last 
year, and about 84,000 bushels for the 
same week in 1878. Tae total receipts at spring 
wheat points tor the week were 501,710 bushels, 
as against 412,000 bushels the week before, 725.- 
000 bushels the same week last year, and 990,000 
bushels tor the corresponding week In 1878. The 
fact that with prices here aboat 15 cents and at 
Chicago about 18 cents higher than at this time 
last year, and the receipts at both points are only 
a little over one-half as largo as one year ago, 
woald lead to confirm the belief that the former 
estimates of the amount back rn farmers’ hands 
were correct. 
The amunnt of wheat In sight in this country 
on the 8ih last., was 21,242.000 bushels, showing 
a decrease since the las. report of 941,000 bushels, 
though sill. larger by over 6 000,000 bushels than 
at a corresponding date last year. 
The amount of wheat on passage to European 
ports was 21,720,000 bushels, an increase of 990,- 
OOO bushels, and larger by over 7,000,000 bushels 
than at a corresponding date last year. 
The total amount In sight in this country, and 
afloat for Great Britain and the continent, aggre­ 
gating 42.9*2,000 bushels, as against 42,783,060 
bushels at the date ol our last report, and 29,352,- 
OJO at a corresponding date last year. 
Foreign markets have ruled firmer with an ad* 
vanclng tendency, closing 2d to Sd per cental, and 
Is per quarter nigher than one week ago. 
There is still a wide margin against shipments, 
No 2 betag quoted at Si-So# to arrive, and cost­ 
ing $1.41 per bushel laid down In Liverpool.
